United States proposals to Latin Amer­ 
ican nations that the road to economic and 
social progress is through higher taxation 
— or more “ equitable" taxation,, as Under­ 
secretary of State Douglas Dillon calls it 
— may produce reforms greatly in excess 
of those envisioned by the U. S. 
At present, most South American count­ 
ries have much lower tax rates than does 
the United States, and most Latin tax 
schedules are geared to extract the same 
ration of payment from all citizens, regard­ 
less of income. Whereas the U, S. graduat­ 
ed income reaches past the 90 per cent 
m ark, some countries south of the border 
do not require anyone to pay more than 
eight per cent. 
In contributing $500 million to a fund for 
economic advancement, the United States 
offered its proposal for increased revenue 
in countries requiring 
economic 
assist­ 
ance. so that they might “ examine the 
equity and effectiveness of existing tax 
schedules, assessm ent practices and col­ 
lection procedures to provide additional 
revenues." 
Several dangers are inherent in this pro­ 
posal, particularly in view of the political 
climate of m any of the nations included 
in the Organization of A m erican States. 
F irst is the removal of investment 
in­ 
com e from an a rc a badly in need of indust­ 
rial capital. 
In any non-communist so­ 
ciety, the bulk of investment capital must 
com e from personal fortunes. In 
m a n y 
Latin states, there is little capital avail­ 
able as it is. 


To take an increased percentage of these 
capital 
funds 
for 
income 
taxes, even 
though some of it may brickle down thro­ 
ugh the economy in the form of various 
welfare and economic handouts, is to deny 
the economy vitally needed financial blood. 
Perhaps even more dangerous is the 
introduction into an area where socialism 
and anti - individualism are already 
trenched to an alarming degree as as- yer- 
unused technique for killing capitalist in­ 
itiative and 
speeding the welfare stale. 
It would serve the cause of individual en­ 
terprise better in its struggle with com­ 
munism if the people of the 
Americas 
could be shown how' to build with their 
own hands and capitalize on the native re­ 
sources abundant in each state, instead of 
becoming accustomed to the government 
providing them economic tools taken from 
private hands. 


If the economic advancement fund 
to­ 
ward which the U. S. has generously con­ 
tributed is to succeed, it, m ust be accom­ 
plished b y the industry of the people, not 
intervention by the government.
